Garden, plans for the new library build- 
ing. They are members of the St. Louis 
iirm of architects, Maurau, Russell & 
burden, who have been awarded the con- 
tract for making the plans for the Car- 
negie library in this city. The Sedalia, 
Mo., library 
building, 
the plans for 


which were made by the St. Louis firm, 
has found more favor with the mem- 
bers of tie Decatur board than any- 
thing they have been 'shown, and it -ra 
the expectation that the Decatur build- 
ing will be 
a modi lied 
form of the 


Sedalia building. That is known as a 
modified form of classic or Greek archi- 
tecture with pillars and heavy cornices. 
Tbe Missouri building cost $50,000 and 
the walls are of terra cotta. 


The hrst thing for the architects to 


learn was the amount of money to be 
expended, the number of rooms wanted 
and the material desued. Messrs. Rus- 
sell and Garden said thait they could not 
at present give any idea of what the 
building would be like. They will make 
Severn I sketches and submit them to 
the bonrd. The first sketches will be 
submitted iu about three weeks. A ^num- 
ber of the members of the board want 
the building to be constructed of stone. 
In all piobobility the Decatur building 
will be a two-story affair. 


The board gave the architects a list of 


the rooms wanted as follows: The de- 
livery room, where the patrons will re- 
ceive the books they call for. The stack 
room, for entire open shelves, the pub- 
lic to have access. The present library

large reading room. These are all to 
be on the ground floor. The architects 
say that one of the chief ideas to be 
kept always in view is one of conveni- 
ence for the patrons of the library.

A lertnrc loom with 
n capacity for 250 seats; this may be 
either in the basement or the second 
btory, as it best works out in the plans. 
A room for the members of the board 
to transact their business; nn office for 
the librarian; a cataloguing loom. A 
staff room, perhaps in the bnspmeiit; a 
study room on the second floor; room 
for a medical library, peihups in the 
basement. 


In the basement there will be a jani- 


tor's room, work room and bicycle room. 


There are ten rooms asked for in ad- 


dition to the lecture room and the med- 
ical library room, which may be put 
in the basement.

A calculating niachinfc for astron- 


omers that would work successfully 
has never yet been in%ented. G. and 
E. Schexitze imcuted a machine ot this 
kind in 1850, but it was> not successful 
ab very few persons knew how to op 
erate it and it soon got out of order. 
Prof. Hough made several improve- 
ments on it later and intends to use 
many of its principles in hia new ma- 
chine.
